_ “The London Times says that Great Britain has 
@greed to recognize Egyptian independence, with 
reservations. Hgypt recognizes Britain's privileged 


position in the valley of the Nile. In case of war 
British troops may have every facility of access 
to Egyptian territory. Great Britain will maintain 
& garrison in Egyptian territory in the canal zone. 
Egypt must not make any treaties contrary to 
British policy. Otherwise Egypt is on her own 

We gave Cuba freedom in virtually the same 
way, retaining a naval base which the United 
States needed and retaining the right to keep 
Cuba out of foreign complications. Our super- 
vision of Cuba may be lighter than the proposed 
British supervision of Egypt, but the latter will 
not be an.imposition and it ought to meet most of 
the demands of the Egyptian nationalists. 

This is the freedom which we wish the United 
States would give Mexico. We could be more 
liberal than the British. We do not need recogni- 
tion of privileged position in Mexico and do not 
need garrisons there, but-we do need order there 
and an agreement that Mexico will not become in- 
volved in foreign affairs te the detriment of the 
United States.

NEED OF POLAND. 


Latest reperts from the Russian-Polish war in- 
clude one which tells of the massing of Russian 
reserves, -Amlinteresting report, very important if 
true, and-very plausible if the past offers anv 


less reserves, Of men and of the will to resist. Her 
czars haye given up in war. Russia has never 
given up. The offensive was checked and 
thrown back, military experts infer, because the 
Russian leaders had used up their reserves in 
extending their front too far. The Poles won. by 
applying the lessons of French strategy, concen- 
trating reserves and using them at the right points. 
The Russians, thus far at least, have not been 
able to meet this counter offensive. Perhaps they 
have exhausted all their organized and equipped 
man power. But Russia’s final reserves are vast 
compared to that of Poland, or of Poland and 
France, and if war continues they will tell. 

Friends of Polish independence will*hope, there- 
fore, that temporary military victory, the more ex- 
hilarating for coming on the brink of complete 
disaster, will not put the Polish government and 
people in an unreasonable mood concerning peace 
conditions. What Poland needs, what France 
needs, what Russia and Europe need, is peace and 
the restoration of the economic machinery of Eu- 
rope: War will not abolish bolshevist ideas or any 
other ideas. If democracy cannot defend itself in 
peace, it cannot prevail by war. None of the issues 
over which men have been cutting each other’s 
throats is worth the destruction of European civili- 
zation; yet continued warfare will destroy that 
civilization. 

Thé |Poles have strong American sympathy be- 
sause they have been the victims of oppression in 
the past, because they are bravely fighting for 
national being, because they are combating bol- 
Shevism and, as we hope, will set up a democratic 
republic. But American sympathy was weakened 
by the invasion of Russia and will be further weak. 
ened if the Polish government does not show itself 
ready to make peace on fair terms. We are glad 
that the Poles are throwing the Russians out of 
Poland, mot only because we are against the bol- 
shevik plans and against the. invasion of Poland 
but also because a military reverse to Trotzky 
ought to have the effect at Minsk of bringing Rus- 
sian demands within reach of Polish acceptance 

In that cage we hope Polish statesmanship wil! 
see that if Poland is to remain free she must at 
once begin the task of economic and social recon. 
struction. Her position between Germany and 
Russia will be difficult and dangerful for a long 
time. But if a real democracy is created now upon 
widely distributed property, free institutions, and 
liberal laws, we believe Poland will be able to com- 
poat the reaction of communism on the east and the

Europe's reduction of the balance for the year 
was due to an increase of more than $8064,000,000 
in her exports to the United States. Since Europe 
owes us in the neighborhood of $11,000,000,000, 
such evidence of return to prosperity can be 
viewed with favor rather than alarm. With a 
return to productiveness Europe can pay what 
she owes. Without it she cannot. 

Before the war European capital, chiefly British, 
invested in this country called for a return of ap- 
proximately $500,000,000 annually. Asa nation we 
had to earn that much beyond our own needs to 
keep even. We kept even by exports. THe war 
caused the liquidation of this European invest- 
ment to a large extent and replaced it with Ameri- 
| can investment in European securities which calls 
for_an annual return of $500,000,000 or thereabout 
to the United States instead of from the United 
States. | 

OFF adjust the financial baiance between Europe 
and the United States it is now necessary for Eu- 
rope to increase her trade balance. That she is at- 
tempting to do so by direct exports to the United 
States is a sane procedure. 

But it is equally wise for us to retain the gen- 
eral advantage which we have developed. It is of 
little use to have ascendancy over Europe in direct 
trade relations and use all the profits to pay our 
-bills in South America and Asia. Our industry and 
commerce will be on a more substantial basis if 
we cultivate markets in those countries than if 
we allow Europe to dominate that trade and take 
from it the profits with which to overcome her un- 


Let Europe pay her debts to us with exports if 
she must, but let us see to our future by develop- 
ment of a favorable balance of trade with other 
countries.

Dr. John D. Comrie, a Scotch physt- 
clan, with the north Russia forces, reports 
that scurvy is endemic toward the end of 
winter in north Russia. The cases have 
swollen, bleeding gums, hemorrhages, 


Some had not 
much more than mental depression, irri- 
tability, pallor, and weakness. Some ha 

joint pains, which they call rheumatism, 
sciatica, neuralgia, or neuritis, and out- 


side of that are without symptoms. 


There is some of this mild scurvy left 
in this country. A good many children 
with growing pains and babies with rheu- 
matism have this sort of scurvy. It comes 
from the prolonged use of a diet in which 
there is not enough fresh food. 

In Russia even the best of them in win- 
ter get nothing but bread, cereal, pre- 
served meats, and tea or coffee. Babies 
and children develop scurvy because they 
live on milk, and that generally of poor 
quality, not boiled or pasteurized. 


|} Hume and Skelton have shown that even 


fresh milk is deficient in the properties 
which ward off scurvy. 


| 

The easiest and cheapest way to pre- 
vent and to cure scurvy found by Comrie 
was to feed germinated peas and beans. 
He steeps the peas or beans in water for 


as sprouting is well started they are re- 
moved from the water and laid between 
two damp cloths and kept there for 
thirty-six hours or thereabouts. By this 
time the sprouts should be half an inch 
long. They are then boiled in milk or 
water for not more than half an hour 


jand then served. Five to eight ounce’ of 


dried beans thus germinated and 
fe a day's allowance.

In a@ country where a person must live 


_ | wholly on dried and preserved foods this 


sprouting method if about the only means 
of preventing scurvy. It is likewise a 
cheap and not inconvenient method of 
curing the disease after it has caused so- 
called rheumatism, spongy gums, and 
hemorrhages. 

As a means of cure Corrie found 
soured milk best of all. That is the rem- 
edy used by the Russian peasants. Fresh 
‘meat and fresh lemon juice ranked sec- 
ond. Old, preserved lemon juice was al. 
most without value. Germinated peas 
and beans ranked third. .
